cooperative fumigating company that 
includes the stockholders of the Covina 
Orange Growers ass- ?iation, the Char- 
ter Oak Citrus association, and the J. 
M. Riley company, said tljtJB week that 
this organization now had about two 
thousand acres to fumigate this year. 
This acreage, he said) is probably the 
largest of any one outfit. 


The season has started off very favor- 


ably, he said. Nearly all the work so 
far is being done with cyanofumers 
and egg cyanide, and inasmuch as this 
method has been somewhat out of 
vogue of late years it has necessitated 
the accumulation of all kinds of tools 
and equipment not on hand. They have 
been able to get enough cyanofumers 
to do the work, he said. 


Labor is much more satisfactory than 


in the past few yours, inasmuch as 
there is more of it, and it is of a more 
responsible typo. They have been able 
to secure young married men to a large 
extent, who take an interest in their 
work. 
The. manager believes that a 


much higher quality of work will be 
done this year. 


The workmen are receiving about an 


average of six and one-half dollars a 
night, this average being for a month 
of work. A lower scale is being paid 
for pulling small tents, while the big- 
ger sizes are pulled for the same price 
that obtained last year. The men arc 
starting off the season by making goo'd 
money, the manager said. 


Much depends upon the kind of work 


done by the workmen actually perform- 
ing the operation, and it is expected 
that with a more responsible class of 
help the work will be much better this 
year: Every other precaution is being 
taken to get a good kijl of scale.

examined the grove at the corner of 
Cypress and Citrus avenues, owned by 
W. P. Watts, and found that the little 
fly known as the aphycus had spread 
throughout the orchard and had been 
doing very good work. 
Mr. Woglum 


felt so assured by the condition that he 
advised tho owner not to fumigate this 
year. 


Mr. Woglum also visited a number 


of orchards that had been sprayed with 
various materials recently, 
and 
will 


make a report later on their condition. 


"The ranchers in the Covina valley 


and in the upper San Gabriel valley 
have come- to the point where they are 
going to know for 
themselves 
what 


course to take in scale elimination," 
said Mr. Woglum. 
"Because of the 


poor kill of scale in this section in 
past years the growers are this year 
digging deeply into the causes, and as 
a result there will be a closer study 
of fumigation and spraying than ever 
before.

he trunks, or by poison bait distribut- 
•d in the orchards, it is thought that 
he parasite's chief enemy can be elim- 
nated, and that parasites will propa- 
gate to a point where there will be a 
letter biological control.

tal in Los Angeles Monday morning 
about eight o'clock. 


Tho Methodist church was filled to 


seating capacity by the people of sev- 
eral miles in radius to Covina, men and 
women who had long appreciated the 
sterling worth of the man, and who 
were present to give him final honors 
for a life well lived. 
Mr. Nigg was 


but i59 years old, and no person, includ- 
ing, members of his family, was aware 
that the end was so near. He develop- 
ed a condition of abdominal hemorrhage 
which he said nothing about for several 
weeks,' finally resulting in his break- 
down just a few days before ho was 
operated upon. A weak heart prevent- 
ed his rallying from the operation. 


The funeral was held on Wednesday 


in the First Methodist church, with 
Rev. J. M. Schacffle of the Pico Heights 
Congregational church delivering the 
eulogy. Rev. Schaeffle was a lifelong 
friend of Mr. Nigg. He was the pastor 
who married Mr. and Mrs. Nigg, and 
he alluded to the early days in Santn 
Ana, when the deceased was one of 
his valued advisers at a time when they 
were both young men, with 
one 
in 


charge of a new ministry and the 
other a pioneer business man. The pas- 
tor spoke of the kindliness 
of 
his 


friend, of how he had always the cheer- 
ing word. 
Mr. Nigg was a man who 


had experienced tho shadows of life, 
but who always emerged with a largo. ThciT 
faith in the goodness of his followmen 
and the ultimate triumph of the right 
in all things. 
These words awakened 


a responsive chord in tho hearts of tho 
assembled people in the church, who 
know that the words were truly spoken. 


Rev. W. C. Geyer, pastor of the 


church, assisted in the services.

BORN IN 
SWITZERLAND. 


Mr. Nigg was born in Gcr.sau, Swit- 


zerland, December 2, 1861, coming to 
this country when thirteen years old, 
accompanied by his brother, John. 
At 


the 'time of his death his age was 59 
years, eight months and 20 days. 
He 


lived in Missouri for a time, coming to 
California about forty years ago, set- 
tling in Wilmington. Ho often spoke 
of that country in the early days, say- 
ing that the place now occupied by 
the city of Long Beach was just a 
sheep pasture in those days. 


He went from Wilmington to Santa 


Ana, 
and was for two years a rancher, 


but most of his early life was spent 
as a blacksmith and wheel-wright. ^Ho 
was married on December '2, 38S3, to 
Carrie M. Hassheidor,.. remaining in 
business in Santa Ana and in Los An- 
geles until 1901, when .he came to Co- 
'vina. For nearly eighteen years he was 
in partnership with C. F. Johnson, who 
died here about three years ago. Since 
that time he had been in business alone 
until joined by his sons, when the busi- 
ness was enlarged to include tho manu- 
facture of many varieties of farm im- 
plements for tractors and other machin- 
ery.

born, being Rose, who is now a school 
teacher in Los Angeles, Wesley, who 
died in 1909, Elmer, who wras in busi-

a consistent believer .in a progressive 
program of education for the commun- 
ity. 
He was loved by the teachers of 


the school, who .appreciated his^ kindly 
mefliodhj ' gnJ-'ai'a-faiAic'gg' anTtltiftfcafegfr- 
in the progress of the school. 


In Masonic circles he was known as 


a valued member, belonging to Covina, 
lodge, No. 334, the Royal Arch, tho 
Past Masters' Association, 
and 
the- 


Royal and Select Council of Past Mas- 
ters of Pomona. He was for years a 
prominent leader in the Woodmen of 
tho World. 


The death of Mr. Nigg called forth 


universal expressions of regret and sor- 
row on the part of business associates 
in the city nnd valley, and from all 
who had ever come in contact with him, 
during his life.

SENATORS STAND FOR 


CITRUS PRODUCTS TARIFF 


Protection of the citrus fruit 
by- 


products from the governmental monop- 
oly of Italy and the cheap labor of that 
country is provided for in an amend- 
ment to the Fordney-Penrose tariff bill 
proposed in the senate by Senator John- 
son of California. 


Senators Shortridge and Johnson are 


united in their desire to see protection 
accorded to the citrus fruit by-pro- 
ducts industry of their state and will 
do all in their power to have the pro- 
visions of the Johnson amendment in- 
corporated in the bill before it reaches 
the senate from the finance committee. 


"The amendment was introduced to 


serve notice on the finance committee 
that we intend to take the matter to 
the senate proper if the committee re- 
! fuses to adopt the provisions desired 


in the bill," Johnson declared. "I feel 
that the committee will see the justice 
of this matter however and incorporate 
the provisions. 
The industry is one 


which must be protected against the 
cheap European labor. It is a growing 
industry in California and it is for the 
interests of the state as a whole as well 
as the remainder of the country that 
adequate protection be accord ad." 


"The governmental monopoly of Italy 


protects the competing industry in that 
country," Shortridge explained. "The 
citrus fruit growers of California should 
have the protection of this government 
in. development of the industry here. 
There are other elements entering into 
the question. The question of freight and 
especially the high rates of the present 
time cause an added cost in currying the 
California citrus by-product to the east- 
ern seaboard. 


"Any objection to the tariff on the 


ground that it would increase the cost 
of the product is baseless. If the in- 
dustry is not protected and permitted 
to survive the competition of the Ital- 
ian industry we later will be at the 
mercy of the Italian industry and prices 
will mount. On the other hand as the 
industry grows in California the prices 
will naturally decline with the increas- 
ed production as has been the case in 
other industries, permitted to thrive 
by the establishment of a fair basis of 
competition," Shortridge added. 


The Johnson 
amendment 
provides 


that the twelve cents per pound tariff 
on citric acid contained in the bill as 
it pass%d tbe house be increased to 
twenty cents; that the seven cent per 
pound protection of the house bill on 
citrate of lime be increased to twelve 


cents and that the twenty per cent ad 
valorum duty on orange and lemon oils 
in the house bill be advanced to forty 
per cent. 


According to the representatives of 


the California citrus league the duty 
desired is absolutely necessary to main- 
tain the health of the California in- 
dustry. 
Both senators are insistant 


that the demand bo granted.
